Two Young Sluggers Pound Bach 
Other Almost to Death. 


The Liveliest Prize Fight on Record—Fourteen 
Rounds Fought in an Hour and a Quarter— 
A Brutal and Disgusting Exhibition. 


By Telerraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, June 7.—One of the most 
desperately contested battles on record was 
fought early yesterday morning, near the 
entrance of Calvary Cemetery, on Long 
Island. The participants were Jerry Milton 
and Martin J. Murphy. Milton is a stout 
young man twenty-three years old. He is 
five feet, seven inches tall, and weighed 127 
pounds. Murphy is a Long Islander, 
weighed 131, and is five feet six inches. He 
is twenty-five years old. The room in which 
the fight took place is one often used as a 
dancing-hall and on the floor of it stakes 
were erected and a twenty-four foot ring 
made. A well-known writer on sporting 


matters acted as referee and time-keeper. 
FOURTEEN ROUNDS WERE FOUGAT 

and each mau was terribly punished, Mur- 
phy getting a rib broken and Milton 
having his nose broken by the sledge- 
hammer blows which came from his antag- 
onist. When the men had fought one hour 
and a half, the battle was, by mutual con- 
sent, declared a draw. The fight was for 
£100 originally subscribed, but only $50 was 
paid in, and this was divided. When time 
was called on the first round, both men went 
tu the scratch, and sparred warily for an 
opening, which was soon gained b 
Milton, who landed kis left heavi- 
ly on Murphy’s mouth. ©The latter 
countered with his right, and planted 
itin Milton’s ear in a way that caused him 
to stagger. They thep rushed to a clinch, 
and some terriffic short-arm fighting was 
indulged in, Milton finally throwing Mur- 
phy by ahip-lock. The round lasted four 
minutes and a half. During the minute 
between the rounds, Milton had recovered 
his wind and went 

TO THE SCRATCH 
for the second round smilingly, and his 
opponent seemed to labor. The betting 
was $75 to $50 on Milton, which odds were 
accepted by the backers of Murphy, who 
expressed great confidence in him. No 
time was lost as both men had their dander 
up. blows were exchanged at a lively 
rate. Milton fought at | _Murphy’s 
face and succeeded in materially damaging 
fora time the frontispiece of that individual 
who, however, took the punishment well 
and fought savagely at Milton’s body, but 
his blows seemed powerless, and when they 
went toclinch Milton threw him heavily to 
the floor. The round lasted eight minutes. ‘ine 
third round wasa lively one. Murphy sev- 
eral times planted his right hand on Milton’s 
nose and mouth and drew first blood which 
was called for and allowed. The round end- 
ed by Milton who is a superior wrestler 
again throwing Murphy. The round lasted 
six minutes anda half. Both men were bad- 
ly blown when time was called for the fourth 
round and Milton again forced the fighting, 
landing his left on Murphy’s chin with suf- 
ficient force to knock him down (the first 
and only Knog dow: ing the fight). om 
round lasted four mintites. In the fifth 
round, for the first time, Murphy led, but 
wasshort and 

THE TERRIFIC BODY BLOWS 

of Milton soon set his “‘bellows a biowing,”’ 
though he still fought gamely and well. 
Milton, who saw he had astrong advantage, 
kept hammering away at his opponent, and 
when ina clutch, threw him heavily to the 
floor. ‘The round lasted three minutes. The 
next three rounds were all fiercely fought, 
and in the latter, who 
had regained some his 
strength, succeeded in throwing Milton 
to the floor. The time of the rounds was 
twenty minutes. The ninth and tenth 
rounds were the most terrific ever fought in 
this neighborhood, and in the latter Milton, 
who fought at his oppeare™ ribs, with a 
swinging right-hand blow that would have 
felled an ox, smashed in one of Murphy’s 
ribs, and with a cry of pain the Jatter fell to 
the floor. The round lasted three minutes. 
Both men went to the seratch very slowly for 
the eleventh round. They immediately rushed 
for a clinch and as svon fell to the floor. 
‘Lhey arose and Milton made a savage dash at 
Murphy, and gave him a left-hand blow on 
the right eye that soon closed that optic. 
The round Jasied seven minutes. When 
time was called for the twelfth Milton hit 
Murphy in the pit of the stomach, and 
doubled the Long Isiander up. 

CLAIM OF FOUL 
was made, but the referee aid not allow it, 
and the men were ordered to fight on. Mil- 
ton then did some very clever two-handed 
fighting that completely rattled Murphy,and 
caused him to go down allin a_heap on the 
floor. Time, four minutes. Just as the 
men were beginning the thirteenth round a 
ery of “police’ was raised that caused a 
stampede. The referee toid the men to go on 
and they continued the fight, doing some 
short arm fighting, though their blows to- 
wards the end were very weak. The fight- 
ing was very savagein the fourteenth and 
last round, and Milton made several desper- 
ate efforts to knock Murphy out, and both 
succeeded in drawing biood from each 
other’s noses. When they went to their cor- 
ners they each asked how much they would 
receive, and upon being told that there 
WAS BUT FIFTY DOLLARS TO BE DIVIDED 
they mutually agreed they had punished 
each other enough for that amount, and 
asked to have the contest declared a draw. 
The decision was so given, and just as 
the gray dawn was breaking they departed 
in a coach from the scene of their encounter, 
while the few spectators who had subscribed 
for the purse walked homeward, mentally 
congratulating themselves upoD having wit- 
nessed “‘a rattling good fight.

gallons capacity. Over a year ago the order 
in council passed permitting the importation 
of spirits for manufacturing purposes in 
thirty-five gallon packages and the Americ- 
ans pore yd asked if they could not bring 
their goods in bond into Canada for re-ship- 
ment under the cover of that order. 
This was refused, and another request to be 
allowed to send sinall quantities into Cana- 
da in large packages was disposed of in the 
same way. Still itis hinted that American 
whisky, for export, has been entered at sev- 
eral ports, though the whole scheme of the 
United States distillers has been wrecked by 
the Washington Government, which will, it 
is said, treat all such spirits when shipped 
back as importations from abroad.

Five Men Succeed, After a Murderous Melee, 
in Binding the Bandits—All the Assailants 
Wounded and One Killed—The Barbers 
Now in Jail. . 


WAVERLY, IA., June 7,—The capture of 
the noted Barber boys occurred at a farm- 
house four miles southwest of Tripoli and 
sixteen miles southeast of this place. Dur- 
ng the day they had been concealed in the 
barn of a German farmer named August 
Tegtmere, and about eight o’ciock in the 
evening they went to the house and asked 
forsome supper. Henry Tegtmere, son of 
the farmer, recognized them and suc- 
ceeded in couveying this fact to his 
father whom he instructed to give the alarm 
to the neighbors. Henry remained at home 
to assist his mother in preaaring 

A MEAL FOR THE DESPARADOES. 
Several men, ali of whom were Germans ac- 
companied the elder Tegtmere to his home. 
They had no weapons save one shotgun 
which it is claimed was not loaded. The in- 
tention was to surround the house and when 
the boys came out to spring upon them and 
secure them before their suspicions 
could be aroused, ‘this plan was 
baffled through the excitement of 
one man who rushed into the 
bouse to secure the bandits, upon 
which the latter both drew revolvers and be- 
gan firing promiscuously. Henry Tegt mere 
sprang upon Bill Barber, knocked his hand 
away and 

CAUGHT HIM BY THE THROAT. 
The melee then became general and Bill was 
soon on the floor, but managed to continue 
firing over his shoulder. Ike managed to es- 
cape his pursuers for a moment, and, leaping 
through the open window, began firing at the 
men inside. By this time several of the at- 
tacking party were wounded and finaily one, 
named vioury Page, went outside the door 
and succeeded in pinioning Ike by 
the arms. Henry Karsting received a ball 
through his body and exclaimed: 
“BOYS, I AM GOING TO DIE.” 

He still continued the fight and aided in 
tying both boys by the arms with a rope 
which Mrs. Tegtmere had gone to the barn 
and procured. Sixteen shots were fired by 
the outlaws. Ike used two weapons he had 
on his person. Of the five brave men who 
attacked them, ail. were wounded, the in- 
jured being as follows: 

Henry Karsting,shot through the body and 
died at 1:15 this morning. 

John H. Karsting, shot in left breast, hip 
and arms. 

Henry Tegtmere, shot in the neck. 

Henry Page, shot in the breast, the bullet 
striking the bone and coming out at the back. 

August Tegtmere, finger bitten and 
crushed.

BILL BARBER 
was found willing to converse, and said he 
was twenty-three and ike twenty-five years 
old.

The Number of Hostiles He Must Meet— 
His Whereabouts. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Adjutant-General 
Drum this morning received the following 
telegram: 

WHIPPLE BARRACKS, ARIZONA, June 6. 
General R. C. Drum, Adjutant-General, 

Washington: 

Lieut. Davis, of the Third Cavalry, after 
an examination of the Indians recently sur- 
rendered at Don Carlos, reports as follows: 
The Chiricahuas surrendered belonged to 
the Locos family, and number two boys and 
eighteen women and children. Sixty 
days ago the Mexican troops = sur- 
prised the hostiles in the southern 
Sierra Madras. This party of Indians was 
eut off from the main bodv and three days 
after the fight started forthe reservation. 
One party went back to bring in Loco, but 
Loco was too old to travel and told them to 
come without him. All the fndians 
were together when surprised by the Mex- 
can troops. Charley McComas was with 
them and was well treated. He Was kept to 
aid them in case of a surrender. The Indians 
knew nothing about Gen. Crook when they 
left, but knew the country was 
full of troops, and thet if at- 
tacked, they will fight until whipped 
and then scatter through the Sierra Madres. 
Most of thew will attempt to work back to 
the reservation. Some expect nomercy, and 
will keep up the Oght and retiain in the 
mountains as long as possible. They have no 
other place to go. ‘The mountains in many 
places are inaccessible. General Crook wil! 
probably not meet any of them before they 
reach the extreme southern part of the Sie;- 
ra Madres. They do not know the exact 
number of fighting men, but it is between 
100 and 150, with more than 
300 women and children, The nomber of 
men includes boys large enough to bear 
arms. The Indians think Gen. Crook wil] 
have tiouble to find the hosties. The 
latter wil! run if they can. The Chiricahuas 
and Warm Springs, with ai = few 
renegades are the only Indians on the war 
path in Mexico, Dutchy Chirahuahua, who 
surrendered at Fort Thomas, puts the num- 
ber of fighting men, including boys able to 
bear arms, at 107, including those just sur- 
rendered, The indians are commanded by 
Geronimo.

BOULEVARDS. 


Proposed Plan for Twenty-Two 
Miles of These Thoroughfares.

—_— 


Contemplated Improvements by the B, 0. P. 
|.—The Boulevard System to be Introduced 
Here—How the Cost Will be Defrayed. 


As has already been announced in the Post- 
DisPaTcHu, the Board of Public Improyements at 
its meeting Tuesday entertained a special com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates who had been 
appointed to consult with the board on the sub- 
ject of a general system of boulevards, The re- 
suit was that the Board was instructed to com- 
plete their plans, while it wasjagreed that legisia- 
tion defining the system of boulevards, 
their width, ete, . should be prepared 
and submitted to the Assembly. The 


question of boulevards, being one in which all 
citizens take an interest, a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter calied this morning upon President Fliad, 
of the Board of Pubiic Lnprovements, and had a 
talk with him on the subject of the 
proposed improvements. Mr. Filad_re- 
lerred the reporter to General Turner 
as tw fuiler particulars concerning the board’s 
ideas as to the proposed system and, speaking 
generally on the topics, said: 

“We should like very much to see the work on 
these boulevards begun, and we hope that before 
long something definite will be accomplished. 
Lindell avenue seems to be the point at which the 
earliest improvement is likely to be made, This 
thoroughfare, extending from Grand avenue to 
Forest Park is about one and one-half miles in 
lepngth—the frontage being about 15,000 feet. The

Thursday’s Markct. 
FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT1P. M. 

The Minneapolis Tribune from very full reports 
from the grain growing and grain trading sections 
ofthis country to June 5, figures out the wheat 
crop for 1883 as 493,000,000 bushels. It estimates 
the Illinois crop as 20,000,000, Indiana as 28,000,000 
Kansas as 25,000,000, Missouri as 21,000,000 and 
Ohio as 26,000,000 bushels. Commenting upon this 
estimate of the crop, the Trigune says that the 
surplus from last year’s crop plays an important 
part. “This surplus is estimated at from seventy- 
five to one hundred thousand bushels. Those best 
informed concerning such matters are of the opin- 
ion that last year’s crop was somewhat under the 
figures of the uational agricultural department— 


502,000,000 bushels. Assuming that the Tribune's 
figures—500,000,000 bushels—were correct, we have 
to deduct: For seed, 55,000,000; for Consumption, 
256 ,0000,000. bushels; leaving 189,000,000 bushels. 
The official report of exports tor the ten 
months ending April 30, showed that 133.- 
000,000 bushels were sent out of the country in 
that time, leaving 56,000,000 bushels of wheat from 
last year’s crop remaining in this country on the 
first day of the month just closed. Out of this the 
exportation for two months more must be made. 
With the backwardness of the spring, it is certain 
thatthe crop for the present vear will not be 
available so early as usual,and at least two or 
three weeks of export and consumption must be 
added this year before the new crop can figure in 
the actual supplies of the country. Again, the 
stocks in the country were unusually low last 
summer. Taking all these facts into considera- 
tion, it does not appear clear to a conservative 
observer on what basis it can be estimated that 
the surplus of last year’s crop can be relig@i upon 
to supplement to any appreciable degree the 
shortage which itis now manifest we must have 
in the crop of 1883.”’ 

The stock of wheat in St. Louis elevators has 
decreased over 100,000 bushels since June 1;—— 
Latest reports from the Northwest on the condi- 
tion of rey Sew ane are veryencouraging. Prom 
the extreme Northwest comes the same story, the 
Portland, Oregon, News, in a late issue, saying: 
“The present weather is all that could be asked 
for growing wheat, and its continuance will as- 
sure golden returns to the sturdy tarmer, who is 
in every way entitled to it after the misfortunes 
ofthe early year.”——Young Bros., of Toledo, 
wire Jobn J. Halloran: “Reliable reports that 
growing wheat in Northwest Ohio will yield as 
much as last year. Not a poor wheat field in this 
neighborhood; no chess nor cheat.’’——J. C. 
Ewald received this telegram from F. P. Rush & 
Co., of Indianapolis: “Reports coming in worse 
org | day; 45 per cent is high estimate.’”’——The 
call board committee has undertaken to sit down 
on what is called “monkeying.”” On the morning 
of June 2 E. C, Chamberlain offered October 
wheat at $1 26%, and J. D. Houseman jokingly 
said he’d take it. The market at the same time 
was $1 26%, sellers. Houseman wrove the trade 
on his card at $1 16%; Chamberlain recoraed 
it at $1 26%. There were subsequent conver- 
sations between these two, at which the 
trade was first checked, and afterwards House- 
man scratched off the entry before Chamberlain. 
On the following day the latter asked Houseman 
for a contract at $1 26%, which he refused to give. 
The case was then laid before the committee, who 
have decided in favor of Chamberlain. House- 
man says one member of this committee told him 
they did not decide the case ng its merits, but 
to stop the “monkeying”’ in false offers and bids 
that are so prevalent and so misleading in the pit. 
As H. does not care about paying $100 or so for 
the privilege of being the scape-goat for otners, 
he will resist the claim and decision to his utmost. 
——Anton Kufeke, of Glasgow, Scotland, speak- 
ing of crop prospects under date of May 24, says: 
“Our prospects on the whole are improving. but it 
looks as if they were too far compromised already

The only serious 
opposition to him was on the part of those who 
feared that his elevation would interfere with 
their personal plans. ihese gentlemen sought to 
put Mr. Sherman forward as a cover to their 
mevement, but the Senator very promptly refused 
to aliow his name to be used for any such scheme, 
and Judge. Foraker’s nomination was made by 
acclamation. The convention was in no mood to 
tolerate any interference with the success of the 
party from men who were plainly self-seeKing.”’

The Tribune says: “The first choice of the 
delegates was undoubtedly Senator Shermar, 
and if he had consented to stand he would have 
been nominated without a dissenting voice.

~ WONDERFUL SPRINGS. 


Where the Tide Ebbs and Flows Regu- 
larly as in the Ocean. 
From the Santa Fe New Mexican. 

A scribe button-holed Survevor General 
Atkinson yesterday, and inquired how he 
and Senator Logan spent the time during 
their recent trip to the American Valley. 
“Oh,” said he, “‘we put in the time very 
agreeably ;” and he went on to relate several 
interesting narratives. T'wenty miles north- 
west of Moore & Casey’s ranch are located 
the wondrous salt springs, and, after golng 
onahbunt south and bagging a deer an 

some wild turkevs, the party decided upon 
visiting these springs. Here isa salt basin, 
about one mile in diameter, and the waters 
ebb and flow as regularly as do the tides of 
the ocean. When the tides go out, the ~— 
of the basin shows salt instead of sand. In 
the midst of the lake are three conical-shaped 
mountains one hundred feet in height vy one 
hundred feet in diameter, which are appar- 
ently composed entirely of cinder, such as is 
left in any ordinary grate after the coal 
is burned. One of these forms an island 
in the middle of the basin, but the others 
are su situated as to be accessible when the 
tide is out. Fortunately this was the case 
when the visitors were there, and, actuated 
by a desire to see ali the wonders, they 
climbed to the top of one of these moun- 
tains. It was found to be hollow, just as if 
an immense funnel had been thrust into the 
top—and atthe bottom, about on a level 
with the water in the main basin outside, 
was aspring, which they discovered was 
possessed of several peculiar features. The 
party scrambled down inside the mountain 
and reached the spring. The water was 
found to be very strongly impregnated with 
salt, and its density is 80 great that a _ per- 
son in bathing would find it impossible to 
sink or even stand up in it, or do other than 
floatupon its surface. The depth of the 
spring is unknown, and this, too, like the 
water in the basin, epbs and flows with the 
tide. The General thinks that by the use of 
a siphon hundreds of barrels of salt could 
be obtained from this spring daily. ‘Lhese 
springs consist of a partof abouttwo hun- 
drea acres, which have been reserved from 
entry or sale by the Government as saline 
lands. ~~

Confederate Government, and getting a 
backeap, as he deserved, he was filled with 
bitterness and wrote his book, He was a 
crank and his history is cranky. H. Rives 
Pollard, whohad been on the Richmond 
Enquirer, published a weekly, the Southern 
Opinion, at the time of the shooting in 1869. 
James Russell Grant wasa young man of 
good family, who lived in Richmond. His 
sister, a young lady against whose fair fame 
there was not a word to be said, was en- 
gaged to be married to a gentleman of Austin, 
texas. This gentleman had been to Rich- 
mond to see Miss Grant and was about leay- 
ing. Miss Grant, who was going to take an- 
other train to visit a relative, accompanied 


him to the railway depot, ‘here they 
separaced and went their respective ways. 
H. Rives Pollard got hold of these facts and 


Wrote an article for his paper stating that 
Miss Grant had eloped with the Texan and 
Biving Other slanderous and revolting par- 
ticulars. There wasn’t word of truth in 
the article, but it would create a sensation 
ail the same. 

“Pollard told a friend of what he had in 
hand andthis friend carried the news to 
James Russell Grant, who was, as you may 
believe, furious and indignant. He inform- 
ed his family and Miss Grant was promptly 
telegraphed to retarn and by her presence 
give the lie to Pollard’s outrageous article. 
She returned at once. James Russell Grant 
meanwhile had an interview with Pollard. 
Ihe latter coolly told him that he intended 
to publish the article, but that for $300 Grant 
and his friends might buy up the entire 
edition of the paper containing it. Grant 
would have paid the money, so eager was he 
to spare his sister’s feelings, but Pollard 
would give him no guarantee that he would 
not immediately print a second edition of the 
Southern Opinion with the slanderous 
scandal intact. 

‘Meanwhile Grant’s friends reasoned with 
him and told him that he wust not buy up 
the edition, as that would be regarded as an 
acknowledgent of his sister’s guilt. Grant 
suffered himself to be convinced and waited 
to see what Pollard would do. In about two 
weeks the article appeared in Pollard’s pa- 
per and was widely circulated. It made the 
anticipated stirin Richmond, and Grant, in 
a state of frenzy bordering on distraction, 
resoived to wipe out the libel in Pollard’s 
blood. He put forty-seven shots in a gun 
and wentinto the second story of a house 
opvosite Poilara’s newspaper office to wait 
for him at the window. Svon Pollard rode 
up ip a carriage and getting out began to as- 
cend a little hill in front of his office. Then 
Grant coolly took aim and let him have the 
contents of his weapon. Pollard feil and 
was carried into his office dead. On search- 
ing the body two revolvers, a pair of Der- 
riungersand a knife were found onit. So, 
you see, Grant would have had buta slim 
chance had he openly attacked the editor, 
But no sane man wiil give a mad duga 
chance to bite him before he shoots. 

‘After the shooting Grant ran down the 
back stairs and appeared at the frout door of 
the house. There he was arrested, and that 
circumstance helped to save him, for while 
it was sworn that the murderous shot had 
been fired from the second-stery window, it 
was testified that it was impossible for 
Grant, had he done the firing, to have 
reached the front dvor at the time he did. 
‘This conflicting evidence was made the 
most of at Grant’s trial by his counsel, Rob- 
ert J. Quid ana ex-Governor Henry A. Wise. 
but there was no intention of convicting the 
accused man, anyhow. Popular sentiment 
was altogether in his faver and when he was 
acquitted the enthusiastic crowd carried 
bim from the court-room on thelr shoul- 
ders. 
“Grant, who was a fine baritone singer, 
then came to Philadelphia and joined Carn- 
cross’ Minstrels under the name of James G. 
Russeil, afterward singing with otber 
troupes and strolling trom one end of the 
country tothe other. 1l often met him on 
the road, and he was frequently under the 
influence of drink. Once in San Francisco I 
said to him: ‘See here Grant, 1so often come 
across you When you are intoxicated. Is it 
remorse for shooting Pollard that makes you 
drink?’ ‘No,’ be answered emphatically, ‘it 
is not remorse. I feel that 1 did perfectly 
right in killing that mean scoundrel.’ 
‘After the shooting E. A. Pollard swore 
that he would kill Grant on sight. One day 
in Richmond Grant and I were were walking 
along the street, when E. A. Pollard came 
up on the other side. Grant said to me, ina 
hurried whisper:' ‘Go on ahead, Bish, l 
don’t want you to be hurtif anything hap- 
ens.’ 1 went ahead afew paces, but rol- 
fard passed quietly by. Perhaps he did not 
see Grant. 1 should add that the Texan 
came to Richmond as soon ashe was_ in- 
formed of the trouble and at once made Miss 
Grant his wife. Well, poor Grant is now at 
rest, and I, for one, say: Peace be with him. 
He was a good feilow, with all his faults.” 
Grant, or Russeil, was weil known in this 
city, where he was not only a decided 
favorite as a negro minstrel, but was aisoa 
popular member of several glee clubs.
